To Own Land and Resources, Not Depend Upon Govern­ 
ment Assistance; Urges Prompt Action on Disconnection 
Of Farm Lands. 


In his annual report last week to 
the members of the Cook County 
Truck Gardeners and Farmers A s­ 
sociation, August Geweke, wrote 
what he supposed was his final re­ 
port as president of that organiza­ 
tion. 
The 
association 
re-elected 
him for his 35th year, refusing to 
allow him to retire. That annual 
report is probably 
the most out­ 
standing of any that Mr. Geweke 
has ever presented. 
In no uncertain words he ques­ 
tioned any benefits for the farmers 
from the government’s attempt to 
promulgate the KRA and the AAA. 
lie also expressed his doubts as to 
the sincerity of many farmers who 
have signed up under the crop con­ 
servation and yet, as he claims, de­ 
feats the ends of that act by sell­ 
ing fertilizer off their farms. 
Mr. Geweke outlined the fruit­ 
less efforts that have been made 
by certain independent groups to 
benefit Chicago market conditions, 
claiming that the job of protecting 
the truck gardener still rested with 
the truck gardeners association. 
He credited to the association’s 
own attorney the approval of the 
Illinois Supreme Court to the dis- 
eonection law which permits own­ 
ers of 20 acres vacant land to with­ 
draw 
from 
municipalities. 
Mr. 
Geweke sees a future effort on the 
part of cities and villages to have 
the present law amended and urged 
that owners of such tracts of land 
act at once before any new law is 
passed.
